Furthermore, Ledevehat 1 , discloses in column 3, lines 1 5-1 7. cable 41 is wound on the winch 42 operating at constant speed, 
where the connection cable 41 allows the connection system to be brought into the position of the manifold 29, column 3, lines 9-

cable is round, is not persuasive as LeDevehat 2 discloses cable 17 is wound onto winch 40. column 6. lines 51-60.
